Miss Paton wants pathos— 
she can dash through a bravura, and playa clever suucy servent- 
maid, but where the heart is to sympathise—where the tender feelings 
are to be excited, she is decidedly inefficient, that is to say, in com- 
parison with her popular little predecessor in the part. We under- 
stand that Miss Paton is anxious to be released from her articles at 
Covent Garden, and this circumstance perhaps sometimes occasions 
the little illnesses that so frequently disappoint the audience at this 
house. One of the evening papers informed us, that Lord William 
Lennox had offered £1000, if the articles would be given up. Mr. 
Power’s Duke is reSpectable—indeed, excellent, when we remember 
the persons we have had in the part. Mr. Duruset got through Jo- 
coso without a joke; and Mr. Fawcett’s Rolamo was, as usual, the 
ne plus ultra of his peculiar tragedy. Miss Love looked as archly as 
usual; and received great applause in her sleeping song. 

’Twas I, followed, and was coldly enough received ; if it were not 
for Madame Vestris’s singing, and Mrs. Davenport’s acting, in this 
wicked piece, we cannot coneeive how any audience could yawn it 
out. Whe Scape-Goct is really good, and made amends by the laugh- 
able situations it produces, for all the tedium that accompanies the 
preceding piece. Farren’s Polyglot is an admirable piece of comic 
drollery.—The house was respectably attended.
